A surplus of bacteria-ladan duet on the hue* 
ines* streets is palpably a surprise to the new­ 
comer and a source of unnecessary annoyance to 
the old-timers— as well as a condition that Jeop­ 
ardise; 
health, to say the least. 
But there are practical considerations that 
make it expedient that the condition be remedied. 
In tbe first place a revolution in traffic con­ 
ditions make a change in thr method of cleaning 
tbe streets necessary. With automobiles parked 
along the curbs in increasing numbers it is im­ 
possible for ordinary street brooms to remove the 
surplus dirt, Passing cars form a suction that pulls 
the dust 
from the center and toward the curbs— 


out knowing them or a single thing about them. 
They are a.« so many names on tli«: ballot, from 
which one or more must ho chosen. 
Vet, these 
muet make the laws of the State, para upon appro­ 
priations involving million* of dollar#, 
levy our 
taxes, pio'ide revenues for the conduct of our 
school* and the operation of the \arioue depart 
ments of our State government. The voter thinks 
little of this. 
Me doeiB't want the office himself 
and apparently he doesn't care about the man who 
does want it.

lyp»s of legislator are possible: The incompetent, 
to whom $5 a day is sufficient earning, the inex­ 
perienced. who regard legislative service as a step­ 
ping stone to some other character of political pre­ 
ferment; the man wfc® will serve for such a sum 
in tbe hopes of making 
more 
through 
outside 
means, either whiie in the Legislature or out; and. 
of course, the able, patriotic man, who is willing to 
serve at a financial sacrifice to himeelf. This latter 
class, of course, is in a minority, not alone in the 
Texas legislature but In other state bodies, and of 
them such sacrifice is something tbe State should 
not and baa no right to aek.
